London, Jan. 31. — The Evening News 
publiabes this afternoon adeepatch from 
Lagos, capital of the British West African 
colony of that name, giving details 
hitherto unobtainable of the masBacrc of 
the British expedition under Consiil- 
Gcneral J. E. Phillips, by the inhabi- 
tants of Benin city early (luring tlic 
Iiresunt niontli. The party consisted of 
Oonsul-General Phillips, Majpr P. W. 
G. Oopeland-Orawford, deputy commis 
aioner and vice-consul in the Nicer coast 
protectorate and adjoining native terri- 
tory; Captain A. M. lioisragon, com- 
inamlant of tho Ni^er coast protectorate 
forces; Captain Maling, of tlie IGt'i lan- 
cers, un otiicer of tho Niger coast pro- 
tectorate forces; Mr. li. F. Locke, of the 
consular staff; BIr. H. Q. Campbell, of 
tlie consular stall'; Mr. R. 11. l-^lliot, 
medical ofiicer, and Messrs. Powis and 
Gordon, civilians. 

The party was unarmed, and was pro- 
ceeding to P>enin city in order to make 
a request for a palaver or conference 
with Iving Obah iu regard to increasing 
the trading facilities witli that part of 
Africa, the King having previously con- 
Bented that the expedition should visit 
Ills capital. The nine ofliccrs went un- 
armed in order to impress the King with 
tho peaceful character of their mission, 
and over 200 native carriers were taken 
with the party in ordei* to propel the 
canoea and carry the presents intended 
for tho King. After iiroceeding up the 
river the espedilion landed at a spot 
about fifteen miles from Benin City, and 
the carriers were sent on ahead through 
the dense jungle, the officers following. 

Five miles from Beii'fri the officers eud- 
ileuly came upon-a narrow defile, which 
\vaB filled with tlie dead carriers, who 
were fearfully mutilated. Almost im- 
mediately afterwards the oflBcera and 
their servants were surrounded and at- 
tacked by hundreds of savages armed 
with guns, cutlasses, spears and clubs, 
and in a few minutes all the members of 
the party excepting Messrs. Boisragon 
and Locke were killed. Cajitain Bois- 
ragon, and bis companion, alter wan- 
dering in tlie bush for a week, succeeded 
in reaching New Benin, wounded and 
exhausted, bringing tho first authentic 
news of tho massracre, altliough seven 
Kroomen of the carrier party also suc- 
ceeded in escaping and were the first to 
spread the reports of the disaster. 

A dispatch received here from Brass, 
on the Guinea coast, late last night gives 
further particulars of the massacre of 
Consul Phillip's ])arty. It says tiiat the 
e.\-pedition left Sapelo on January 2, 
wholly unarmed, bearing all kipds of 
))resents lor the Xing of Benin. It was 
divided into two parties. The first i)arty 
was tour hours march .'theau, when it 
was surprised by a host of ainbuahcd 
Benin warriors and cut to pieces, not a 
man escaping. The second party, sus- 
pecting nothing, suddenly came upon 
the corpses of the vanguard, and while 
they were examining the scene of carn- 
age were attacked and sliot down from 
the bushes. Out of '-'50 carriers with 
Consul Phillip's expedition only one 
escaped and brought tho news to 
the coast. A relief party, sent up 
the river in a canoe, found 
Messrs. Boisragon and Locke, who had 
Ixiun liidiug in the bush for live days, 
living on i)lantaiii8 and drinking dew. 
Six men-of-war are now lying off the 
Niger coast protectorate and trooiis are 
massing at Brass. .\ i^teainer liaa gone 
to Sierra Leone to bring the Wett India 
troops. 

The all'air is looked upon as deserving 
of sending a ])unitive expedition to 
Benin City, which is known its the 
" City of Blood " on account of its being 
the seat of the fetish priests of that part 
of .\frica and because human sacrifices 
are of frequent occurrence, ttie remains 
of satjrifieed slaves being seen bleaching 
in the sun on all sides. 

The British warships Pluebe, AVid- 
geon, Alecto, Barossa, Tliefious and 
Borti' have already been dispatched to 
the entrance of the river Benin. British 
ofiicers left Liverpool for tlio same coast 
on .Saturday, and munitions of war will 
follow. I'rcparations are being made to 
utilize the Ilaussa police force of 
tho neighboring colony of Lagos, 
and this body uf men will Ije 
strengthened materially by a landing 
party of some 200 to 100 bluejackets and 
marines from the Britifili wurfjliips. The 
Barossa, recently at til. Helena, will 
furnish the bulk of the naval contingent, 
as she is the largest vessel available at 
short notice for the operations prepar- 
int; against Benin city. 

The city itself is situated lU a fairly 
open country, ht;t is scattered and only 
partly stockaded, although it is believed 
tliat King Obah has in his possession a 
large quantity of ammunition and some 
modern guns of a quick firing typo. The 
base of operations of tho exiiedition will 
ho Sapelo, where there is a vice-consular 
station and barracks capable of accom- 
modating about 600 men. 

!Qenin city is some distance from the 
river and about sixty miles from its en- 
trance. The only roads leading to it are 
dense bush paths through which troops 
luisB with the greatest difficulty, and in 
which they are always exposed to am- 
buscades. Besides there is a great 
scarcity of even brackish water, and the 
climate is most unhealthy. 

Tho expeditionary force will be pro- 
vided with a number of machine giins 
and a large stock of war rockets, which 
liave proved bo ellectivein the past when 
problem to be solved has been the clear- 
ing away of hostile natives from the 
bush. The rocket battorios and machine 
guns will lead the way, and by iirepara- 
tory firing into the underwood along the 



line of march will clear the way for the 
troops, who will then push forward by 
stages as tiie machine gana and . rockets 
clear tho way. 

The only known route to Benin city is 
the one followed by Captain Gallwey in 
1892, when, aa vice-consul of this dis- 
trict, he wont to tho capital and made a 
treaty with Adola, the predecessor of 
King Obah. Captain Gallwey, who is 
one of the few white men who liave vis- 
ited Benin city, says that tlie place is 
situated about three days' travel from 
the entrance of tlio Benin river. He 
travelled as far as Gwato, twentj'-five 
miles from Benin city, by the river, and 
from that point marched through 
the dense forest. About two miles 
from the city the country 
became more open, and on a nearer ap- 
proach to the Capital some horrible 
sights were witnessed, dead bodies and 
skulls lying around in all directions. 
Tlie house in which Captain Gallwey 
was lodged was built of red clay, and had 
a high walled court yard all round. Tlio 
building consisted of two large rooms 
and skulls— human and animal — were 
hung round ujion the walls upon whicli 
he also noticed impressions of a huge 
hand in blood ami lime, apparently a 
reminder that tho King's hand was 
always ready to punish. 

lienin is likely to prove a very valu- 
able aciiUisition for the British, aa it is 
believed to be a storage place for an im- 
mense amount of money, as for genera- 
tions back it is believed the natives have 
been compelled to contribute a certain 
amount of their ivory to the royal treas- 
ury and the amount accumulated is re- 
ported to bo beyond comprehension.

Cauadiau Kxpedition to Ascertaiu 
Its Period of Naviffability and 
Times of 0108111?. 

A Newfoundland Vessel Likely to 
Be Employed— Composition 
of the Party.

Ottawa, Jan. 21.— Hon. L. H. Davies 
is a very busy man just noW; making 
preparations for the expedition to Hud- 
son Bay the coining spring. The min- 
ister of marine and fisheries is taking a 
warih personal interest in tbe matter, 
and seems determined that the three 
great questions with respect to the bay 
shall bo thorouglily inquired into next 
summer. These are liist, the time of 
the opening of navigation in the Hudson 
straits ; second , the closing of navigation ; 
and third, the fishery resources of, the 
hay. Incidentally other matters will be 
inquired into, but the main object of 
the expedition ia the settlement of the 
question as to the period during which 
the straits are navigable, and what are 
the extent and values of the fisheries. 

It is intended that the vessel to make 
the trip shall bo litted out at either Hal- 
ifax or Sydney, and shall arrive at the 
entrance to Hudsou Straits at least one 
week before the earliest date at which 
navigation has been known to open, 
which means about the end of May. 
The vessel will remain at the en- 
trance of the straits until naviga- 
tion is opened and tlien cruise 
about the bay and otlier neighboring 
waters during the summer, returning to 
the entrance of the straits before the 
closing of navigation, and remaining 
there until the ice has formed. The in- 
tention ia that careful observations shall 
lie made of the breaking up of the ice in 
the spring and its formation in the fall. 

The vessel to be employed has not been 
engaged ; but Mr. Davies has fo>- several 
days been in telegraphic communication 
with the auents in Newfoundland of a 
very suitable vessel owned in Dundee, 
Scotland, and negotiations may be closed 
at any moment. Mr. Davies has two 
otlior" suitable vessels in view 
should negotiations ^vith respect to 
the first one fall through. The 
commander of the expedition has not 
yet been finally decided on, hut the 
choice is not unlikely to fall upon Com- 
mander Wakeham, who now fills a posi- 
tion in the department similar to that of 
the late Commiiiider Gordon, who was in 
charge of the expedition of 1895. 

The [lersonnel of the commission will 
not be decided until after the comman- 
der is named, but it is the intention of 
tho government to invite the govern- 
ment of Manitoba to send a representa- 
tive, and representatives of one or both 
of the projected railways to Hudson 
Bay will be taken with tho expedition. 
There will also bo a small surveying 
party from the Geological Survey of 
Canada, who will be landed at such 
points as they may select and make an 
examination of tlie mineral resources of 
the country, which are said to be very 
great. 

BISHOPS' MANUEMENT.

Tho authorities at Mont- 
real explain the reluctance of theEnglish 
speaking bishops on the grounds that Sir 
Oliver Mowat had always treated them 
well in Ontario; yet, it is said, they are 
thoroughly in accord in sentiment with 
the Quebec confreres and that they will 
sign the Bishops' mandementin the end.

A &EAVE EMBEGENCY. 

Plague in Bombay— Houses Destroyed to 
Stay Its Progress— Contagious Diseases 
Among Britisb Troops. 

LoKDON,. Jan. 21. — A despatch from 
Bombay respecting the progress of the 
plague says; " A case of plague has oc- 
curred in the servants' quarters situated 
on the grounds of government house 
here. Immediately on its discovery 
the patient was removed to the hospital 
and orders were given by the doctor 
for the destruction of a whole row of ser- 
vants liouses, nine in number. These 
were promiitly set on fire and with their 
contents— for'nothing was allowed to be 
removed— burned to the ground. In the 
section called the native town, markets 
and shops and several hundred jirivate 
dwellings are shut owing to the jjrovail- 
ing panic. Tho municipal schools hero 
will remain closed to the end of the 
month." 

Tho Calcutta correspondent to the 
Times, after eatpreeaing the hope that 
parliament will induce tho government 
to deal in a practical way with tbe prob- 
lem, prints »n unusually outspoken arti- 
cle from the Pioneer, declarinethat only 
24,000 of the whole British garrison 
are free from contagious disease 
in some shape or other and that 
632 iu each thousand are actually incap- 
acitated. Disease, it ia said, is becoming 
more virulent and destructive than ever, 
and even the bubonic plague cannot com- 
pare as a liuman alUiction. " A squeam- 
ish reserve veiled by dubious hints," 
says the Pionear, is " no longer appropri- 
ate to the emergency." •

O'Brien Alakes Appeals iu tlie House 
of Coramous for a Goueral 
Amnesty. 



Ivory, the AUeffeil Dynamiter, Dis- 
charged—Comments in Dublin 
and New York. 



London, Jan, 21.— The debate on the 
address in reply to the BDeech from the 
throne was resumed in the House of 
ComnionB yestoiday. Patrick O'Brien, 
ParnelHto, moved an amendment that 
tlie time had come when the ciisea of all 
Irish political prisoners should be con- 
sidered. He appealed for amnesty for 
for the few remaining prisoners. 

Timothy Healey, anti-Parnellite, mem- 
ber for North Louth, said tliat if nn in- 
quiry were made into the conspiracies 
and plots in America it would be found 
that an J'hiullsh agent had tiia nose in 
every one. tie also expressed the be- 
lief that 15 years' imprisonment was 
enough punishment and that the sixtieth 
anniversary of the Queen's reign was 
a good occasion to show clemency. Ho 
attacked the course followed by the 
former home secretary, Mr. Aaquith, 
in regard to political prisoners, railed at 
police plots and said that Superintend- 
ent Anderson was paid £10,000 yearly to 
promote such plots. In the course of his 
remarks Healey was repeatedly called to 
order. 

The Homo Secretary, Sir Matthew 
White Ridley, said that it would bo aa- 
tisfactoryto the government if tliey could 
remedy any Irish grievance; but, ho 
added, whatever the motives of the po- 
litical prisoners, they were guilty of 
"crimes abhorred by the civilized 
world," and he was unable " at present 
to advise Her Majesty to grant them am- 
nesty." The Home Secretary pointed 
out that in the withdral of the charge 
against Bell (Edward J. Ivory), the 
country has just had a proof of the fair- 
ness and impartiality of the courts. 

He also said he was convinced that the 
police discovery of the conspiracy witli 
which Ivory was connected had saved 
the public from a great disaster. He 
added that should the health or sanity 
of the political prisoners be affected they 
would be released. He did not desire a 
repetition of the results which unfortu- 
nately liapponed in the case of Thomas 
Gallagher, explaining that ho first 
lieard Dr. Gallagher was tiireatened with 
insanity at the end of June and that he 
acled immediately. 

Mr. Clancy, in supporting O'Brien's 
motion, referred to the case of Ivory and 
B.iiil that the most important crown wit- 
ness was an American informer, whom 
the government shrunk from putting in 
the box. If they had done so, con- 
tinued Clancy, he felt certain that in- 
stead of proving Ivory's euilt, it would 
have shown the complicity of govern- 
ment ofBcials in the alleged conspiracy. 
The O'Brien amendnumt was defeated, 
'Mi to 132. 

Mr. Dillon moved an amendment ;-,all- 
ing upon the government to introduce 
comprehensive measures for the relief of 
Irish husbandry, saying tliat the pro- 
posed board of agriculture, as a remedy, 
was a mockery. 

James Daly, anti-Parncllite member 
from South Monaghan, was supporting 
the motion when the house adjourned. 

The crown prosecutor yesterday with- 
drew the charge of conspiracy against 
Edward J. Ivory, alias Bell, the saloon- 
keeper of New York arrested in Glasgow 
in September, and Justice Hawkins dis- 
charged the prisoner. Shortly after the 
opening nf the proceedings the Solicitor 
General E. 15, Finlay, announced that he 
definitely a-certained yesterday that the 
explosions at Antwerp had occurred after 
Ivory left that place, and that there was 
no legal evidence that the prisoner was 
cognizantof the crime. Therefore it had 
been decided not to present evidence 
thereon. Mr. Finlay said that while he 
telt tbattBe correspondence which had 
fallen into the hands of the jiolice and 
the movements of Ivory were grounds 
for the gravest suspicions, there was no 
evidence justifying the crown in asking 
for a conviction. 

After complimenting the police upon 
the intelligence shown in the discharge 
of a dilficult duty. Justice Hawkins di- 
rected the jury to return a verdict of not 
guilty. Justice Hawkins advised Ivory 
.strongl}' to look carefully to liis future. 
Ivory bowi'd smilingly and left tlie dock, 
several friends congratulating liim. 
Ivory was heard to remark, " I knew I 
should get out of it." 

The colli^pse of the prosecution was a 
complete suriirise to all. 

The afternoon papers express disgust 
and blame the police. 

Ivory said last night, in the coarse of 
an interview : "They wanted me to i m - 
plicate William Lyman, president of the 
Irish National Alliance, hut that was all 
nonsense. I refused to have anything 
to do wit'i it." Ivory said he had no 
idea of suing the government, luit sug- 
gested tluit tlie United States govern- 
ment might do so. He is going to Dub- 
lin ill a few davs and will depart for the 
United Stales in a week. 

An editorial in t he Chronicle on the 
Ivory case says : " li it was not a put-up 
job it is a iiideoua muddle and we do 
not know wtiy the Irish members should 
Dot demand a parliamentary inquiry." 

A dispatch from Dublin says: "The 
.withdrawal of the charges against Ed- 
ward J. Ivory, in the central criminal 
court of London to.-day, is repiarded here 
as being due tO the crown's dread of the 
exposure of Thomas M. Jones, the in- 
former. Two witnesses left this city 
Saturday in order to testify for tlio de- 
fence in renard to sensational overtures 
made to them by Jones a week before ho 
appeared at the Bow Street police court 
to testify against Ivory." 

New York, Jan. 21. — The news of 
Ivory's release, owing to tho abandon- 
ment of the prosecution by the English 
government, was received with rejoicing 
1)V Irish-Americans in this cit^. William 
r/ynian, Tjresident of the National Alli- 
ance, who sent John Mclntyre, assistant 
district attorney of New York, to aid in 
Ivory's defense, made the following 
statoracnt: 

" From tho very first I have believed 
this whole matter a schenicof the ]5ritish 
home oflice and its agents, Scotland 
Yard. Tlie colIajiHO of tlu' Ivory case in- 
dicates iiluinly to mo that Gallagher, 
Dalv and other prisoners would never 
liav'o l-e n convicted had their friends 
Stepped out of the conventional and 



dared to make a proper defense. The 
English authorities were permitted to 
have their way. The Irish National Al- 
liance determined to act differently and 
to defend Ivory to the last ditch., I be- 
lieve that the presence of Mr. Melntyro, 
an American lawyer, had albto do with 
the abandonment of the prosecution. 

" I believe that the conduct of at least 
one of the resident lawyers retained for 
Ivory's defense is open to criticism. For 
example, Edward Carson, Q.C., endeav- 
ored to induce Ivory to plead guilty; His 
advice to Ivory was that he would be 
found guilty and sentenced to 20 years if 
he attempted to defend himself, and that 
it would be better for him to plead 
cuilty, even compromising on a plea of 
being a Fenian and having been en- 
trapped by dynamiters. He was assured 
that if hb did so jjload, be might ex- 
pect not more than five years' sentence, 
and possibly tho prison door would be 
opened to him, provided he left tho 
country in 2i hours. Ivory would not so 
plead, "and thereupon Carson threw up 
his brief. 

"The scheme to have Ivory plead 
guilty went so tar as to take the form of 
a letter to his friends in this country, 
urging them to advise the prisoner by 
cable to so plead. It was the apparent 
urgency to dispose of the case in any 
way favorable to the government that 
determined Ivory's friends to hasten the 
departure of Mr, iNIcIutyre and tho pub- 
lic has seen the sequel." 

C. P. II. TO THE FllONT. 

Inauguration of Express Service at Seattle 
in Connection With the Dominion 
Transcontincntiil Route. 

Ska itmc, Jan. 21. — Another emi)hatic 
stej) towards tho joint occupancy of Se- 
attle, as a railroad proposition, by tho 
Canadian Pacific railroM and its associ- 
ate business and commercial ventures, 
was taken upon the arrival yesterday of 
tho Seatilo t'c International train from 
the north, having on board Messrs. D. 
Ford, of Winnipeg, superintendent of 
the Dominion Express Companj', and 
Ivonald Stewart, of St, Paul, superinten- 
dent of tho Western Express Company, 
which will establish itself in this city. 
Its relation to the Dominion Expre'as 
Company is decidedly Bloae, and al- 
though it is different in its organization, 
a great deal of capital from the same 
source is invested in each. 

E. \V. McGiunis, jiassenger agent of 
the Canadian Pacific, was appointed 
agent in Seattle of the Western Express 
Company, and the uptown office of the 
company was located in the present 
ollice of tho Canadian Pacific, on Pion- 
eer place. F^ach one of the three trans- 
continental roads entering Seattle will, 
after February 1, bo equipped with its 
own express service. The line over 
whicii the Western will do iU business 
west of St. Paul is the " Soo-Pacilic " 
from St. Paul to Somas, a part of which 
will be over the main line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific. 

A feature of the business of the new 
company is the connection with the 
United States Express Company, 
through which it will bill direct from 
Si'attle to all parts ot the United States 
east of Chicago, which will be a point 
ior general distribution. According to 
tho ligures furnished last night, the dis- 
tance by the Soo lino from St. Paul to 
Seattle is lifty-two mih'S shorter tiian by 
any other route. The Western will be 
ready to commence business immediate- 
ly upon tho installing of its supplies in 
the Seattle & International depot build- 
ing. As the Northern Pacific moves out 
and a cross the street to the building now 
occupied by J. W. Godwin, the Western 
will move in. 



CURIOUS PHENOMENON. 

A Revolving Waterspout a Mile Higli Ob- 
served in the P.icific Ocean. 

Port Townsend, Jan. 21. — Captain 
McLeod, of the brig Courtney Ford from 
Tahiti, reports tliat a revolving water- 
spout passed witiiin a mile of his vessel. 
It was in south latitude 15:15, and west 
loneitude 148:08, at 6 o'clock in the 
afternoon, when the ship's company was 
suddenly attracted to the almost instant 
formation of a mammoth waterspout. 
Winding and twisting like a bending 
spiral, it swallowed up thousands upon 
thousands of tons of water, and reached 
an altitude of fully one mile in height, 
whore it seemed to deposit the' great 
volume of sea water into a cirrocumulus 
cloud. Around the base of the spout the 
sea was lashed into a cauldron of wdiite 
foam for several hundred yards. The 
wind was blowing gently from east- 
south-east, and the phenomenon formed 
about a mile distant on the lee bow of 
tho brig. 

The spout remained stationary for 
five minutes and then moved .slowlv to- 
ward the westward. It Nvas fully 100 
feet in thickness and iienetrated the sky 
almost a mile overhead, ijreaenting an 
almost indoEcribablo scene — one that 
was inteuKoly thrilling and exciting and 
not altogether free from danger. Slow- 
ly and majesti('ally it bent over and 
moved west, gradually decreasing in 
volunie until a <|uarter of an hour later 
it diEappearcd from view. In the mean- 
time the cloud which acted as the re- 
ceptacle expanded in size until the 
whole sky was obscured, and indicated 
that a heavy sjjower of rain was falling 
to the leeward of the vessel. By eight 
o'clock tho wind veered to southwest by 
soutq, and tho clouds cleared away. 

LILIUOKALANI SILENT. 

She Rufuses to Talk About the Late minis- 
ter Willis. 

Boston, Jan. 19.— Liliuokalani, the 

deposed (Jueen of the Hawaiian Islands, 
lioailively refueeii to be interviewed iij)- 
011 tho death of the late Minister Willis. 
Her private secretary, J. A. Palmer, in 
referring, however, to the subject said : 
" Whether Minister Willis was sent out 
with sealed instructions to restore 
Quee Liliuokalani to her throne on 
condition that she grant amnesty to 
those concerned in setting up the pro- 
visional government, is known only to 
President Cleveland and to the late min- 
ister." In regard to the oft-repeated 
story concerning tlie Queen's refusal to 
grant tho requested amnesty, Mr. Pal- 
mer said : " Had the (Jueon regained her 
throne tho loaders would, perhaps, have 
boon punished, but there was no more 
danger of their being beheaded than 
there would have been in Boston,"

Be- 
tween the Rockies and the Coast we And 
tho fertile lands of the Nechaco and 
other valleys and the vast grazing lands 
of Central British Columbia. 

These facts indicate that when Canada 
shall have been fully explored, it may 
bo found that an area of value fiom the 
standpoint either of tho farmer, the 
stockraiser or the miner, and approxi- 
mately five hundred miles in aveiago 
breadth, extends across the continent 
from ocean to ocean. This area lies in 
the same latitude as the British Isles, 
Denmark, Prussia, Southern Scandin- 
avia and Central Russia. A great var- 
iety of climatic conditions must neces- 
sarily be looked for over so extensive a 
reijion, but a comparatively small j)or- 
tion of it has more severe winters than 
tliose jf Ciuebec, Montana or North 
Dakotti, while the summer is all that 
can bo desired. The importance of this 
fact, if it shall prove to be one, the 
future of the Dominion can hardly be 
over estimated.

TEE NICARAGUA CANAL. 

Representative Turpie, of Indiana, has 
has made a fierce attack upon the Nica- 
raguan canal project, as advocated by 
tlio company now seeking congressional 
assistance. Concerning the desirability 
of the canal as an inter-oceanic water- 
way there is practically no diO'erence of 
opinion, but the manner in which the 
l)roject is discussed in the American 
press and in congress shows a singular 
misconception of the real status of the 
enterprise. The practice ia to speak of 
it as though it were a canal within the 
territorial jurisdiction of the United 
States, whereas, in point of fact, every 
mile of it would be through countries 
over which the Washington government 
haa no sovereign rights whatever. There 
are no valid reasons why the United 
States government may not make any 
arrangements it chooses for ad- 
vancing the money required to 
build the canal; but no contract 
of this kind can convey any greater 
rights than the canal company possess 
and these aie held subject to the terri- 
torial rights of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica. Others might be acquired by 
treaty, such ag the riglits to fortify the 
the poita at the termini of the canal, 
tlie exclusive use of the canal for certain 
purposes by United States vessels and eo 
on ; bat the discussion has so far pro- 
ceeded as though congress were in a 
position to pass an act vesting the con- 
trol of the canal and everytliing appur- 
tenant to it in the United States as a 
snvereigii power, whereas all it can do 
is to legislate so that the government 
may enter the relation of a stockholder 
in a domestic corporation doing business 
it a foreign country.

GREATER CANADA. 

Dr. Bell, of the Canadian geological 
survey, who visited tho country lying 
south of James Bay and north of the 
watershed which separates the rivers 
flowing into the Great Lakes from those 
which reach the ocean by way of Hud- 
son 'h Bay, reported that he found a very 
larire area there, well timbered and 
lilted by natural fertility and climate to 
b« the home ol a large agricultural com- 
munity, it only needs railway con- 
nection to bo speedily colonized, is Dr. 
Bell's conclusion, and he adds that his 
discovery is important because it shows 
the Dominion to possess breadth as well 
as length. 

,). B. Tyrcll, of tlie same branch of 
the goveniiiu'iit service, epent hint Bum- 
mer in the country west of the Nelson 
river, which flows into Hudson's Bay. 
Tho region which he traversed lies north- 
west of the outlet of Lake Winnipeg and 
south of tlie waters of the Churchill. 
The o.'ith i)arallel of latitude passes 
through it, that is to say, it ia in about 
■ the aame latitude of Fort Simpson. It 
is further south than tlio Peace river 
valley, and of course considerably fur- 
ther east. He says of it : 

I found a well-wooded country, inter- 
spcrced with stretches of prairie; a soil 
of rich clay loam, with clay subsoil, 
(ireat atri'tches that were a few years 
ago heavily timbered with 8|)ruci' have 
li'lt the deadly ellects of lire, and are 
now a blackened stubble of dead trees. 

There are largo areas of rich, cul- 
tivable lands west of the NoIhod, and 
Jhough wheat is not grown, simply be- 
'f,«ause it would be of no value, all varie- 
''•ties of vegetables are produced in the 
jiardena of the Hudson Bay Company 
i.o.ita, and prove hardy. Large stretches 
<ii p/ airio alao occur, and I have etoodon 
the banks of the Bu|:htwbod river and 
-:\v/.o.d on just such rich Stretches as 
jiiigbt have been seen on the .Saskatche- 
;wiin and Assiniboine— land that will be 
(juod for aijriouiturai purposes and ex-

The International Skating Union hav- 
ing allotted their annual world's cham- 
pionship meeting for l.S',)7 to the man- 
agement of the Amateur Skating Asso- 
ciation of Canii^a, the contests will be 
held Feb. 5 and ti on the grounds of the 
iMontreal Amateur Athletic Association. 
There will be two concentric courses, 
averaging -11)7.44 yards (400 metres) in 
(;ircuit, a!i<l only two starters will be al- 
lowed in any heat. Each man will start 
on one course and at a designated point 
change to the other and so on, changing 
tracks at each circuit until the end of 
the race. Each path is measured, and 
the starting and linisliiug points for each 
race so eslabliahed that each man will 
skate exactly the same distance as his 
opponent ; neither will have any ad- 
vantage of track if one of the paths 
should be faster than the other, 
as the men are never on the 
same path at once.

HIS MYSTEEIODS ENEMY. 

Constable Smith Maintains That His As- 
sailant aod tba Robber ot His House 
Are tbe Same. 

Police Constable Alex.' Smith, whom 
the medical men three weeks ago pro- 
nounced doomed for the grave, left the 
lOHpital yesterday with the bullet still 
within him, but " as good as twenty dead 
men yet." His almost miraGulotis re- 
covery has been due to nature alone, 
neither the surgeon's knife nor the phy- 
sician's medicines having been resorted 
to, and although he is pale and haggard 
in appearance, there seems no reason to 
predict an early death for him. IJespite 
the fact that tho [lolice, the doctors and 
the general puhlic have confidently pro- 
nounced his case one of attempted sui- 
cide, Smith sticks to his original ac- 
count of tlie shooting — telling practi- 
cally the same story now that he 
did to the Colonist before the 
police arrived at his house on the 
morning of tho shooting, llo says 
that his "nuiild-ht; murderer had been 
prowling about the premises nightly for 
some lime previous to the eventful yoth 
of December, greatly alarming his wife 
and causing her to complain to him that 
she was afraid to remain in the house at 
night. 

lie is firmly convinced that it was this 
same desperate but unidentified enemy 
who succeeded iu breaking into his 
house while he was an inmate of the 
hospital and his wife v.'as in attendance 
there upon him. 

Altl'ough they were firmly convinced 
of the truth of their self-destruction 
theory at the tune of the shootint;, and 
had considerahleidrciunstaiitial evidence 
on which to base their conclusions, more 
than one of the city police are now pre- 
pared to admit that "there may he 
some truth in Alec's story after all." 
And one even goes so far as to say that 

if Smith would tell all he knows about 
this enemy of his and why he is so vin- 
dictive it might make a sensation."

DminK the past yi'ar loG casos have 
been received directly by the society 
and 158 caaeg liave been so relieved 
through the medium of the ladies of the 
Friendly Help Association, as reported 
to the secretary. At the last annual 
meeting the question of ama|ir.iui;itioii 
of the two societies was debated, and a 
committee appointed to confer with the 
members of the Friendly Help. The re- 
sult ot tills conference was the appoint- 
ment of four members of the Friendly 
Help to act in conjunction with our 
committee, and details were ar- 
ranged as to the respective scope of 
work. The subscriptions tiave fallen oil' 
and it is felt that the multiplicity of 
canvassers for charitable societies dur- 
inj^ tlie dull times now upon us has at 
legist dampened our ardor. The ladies of 
the Friendly Help receive a donation, 
more or less large, from the civic rev- 
enue, ■ whilst this society receives 
none. How far the priticiple of cliar- 
itablo society deriving its funds from 
such a source only, is right, involves a 
question of ethics which we need 
not discuss here, but it must be clear 
that such a system if persistently 
adopted, must tend to curtail and dry 
up charitable and philanthropic feelings 
amongst the people, for love and charity, 
are incompatable with forced contribu- 
tions levied by law. It is, however, ap- 
parent that our subscriptions have ma- 
terially fallen oil", being in 1S91, $9-19, be- 
sides .'fSTS derived from the ladies' ball 
and the public market concert, whereas 
in 1S9G the total receipts w-ere from 
members JoOG, exclusive of a legacy of 
$233. It isextremely desirable that thisold 
society should be maintained, and it 
will be well to ap{5oint oflicers who have 
its welfare at heart, and who may be 
able to give it their hearty and untiring 
support. It may be also desirable to 
appoint a committee to canvass the city 
systematically for the purpose of raising 
funds and revivifying our ancient and 
well appreciated organization. It is a 
pleasing duty to return thanks to all 
those who have Butsiribed to our funds, 
and who as committeemen have devoteu 
their time to our work of relieving the 
poor and the sick of this community."

Its Weak Point-Dr. Lucas' Fatal Error 
Pointed Out. 

To TiiK Enrroa:— This deep, far reach- 
ing, and interesting subject was popular- 
ly treated, patriotically and enthusias- 
tically praised by our astute friend and 
philosopher, the Kov.

AVe can 
also agree with him, that an imperial 
parliament would ease other and lower 
parliaments, that the slur of belonging 
only to a dependency of the empire 
might be overcome, .This, hia (iret point," 
we can agree with, but the second, that 
of securing universal free trade— which 
he characterized as a natural law and 
if adopted by Great Britain andjiher de- 
pendencies, would in a quarter bt a cen- 
tury, force free trade upon the world, we 
cannot agree with. 

We can agree with his military educa- 
tion for everybody, a coiumoa coinage, 
postage, deciminal system, etc. Now, 
for tlio free trade question, .lisop's fable 
of the Lion's Share conies forcibly in. 
'ireat Britain with her power, capital, 
machinery, ships and branch houses, ia 
to-day a serious and impending ds.nget 
t) her colonies and to the world's real 
jirogress. She is to her colonies a gigan- 
tic I'lionopoly. Up to the inauguration 
of Her Majesty's most gracious reign, 
England has bfeen able to protect her 
progress against all comers, and during 
the last sixty years at least she has been 
(juietly securing business outposts in 
every part of the globe, and maintaining 
evei'v advantage possible in foreign 
kingdoma. This business ability, allied 
with proi)ity and bravery in arms, has 
made her a "bulwark in the maintenance 
of peace and friendship with all nations. 

But now the limit of benelit to be de- 
rived by the colonies has reached its 
height. Great Britain dm only con- 
sume a certain amount of Canada's i)ro- 
ductions, so we have no more employ- 
ment for a larger population. As ser- 
vants of Great Britain wo must therefore 
cease to be, if we want to grow into na- 
tional proportions. Free trade with 
Great Britain means British goods for 
sale in all our cities. It means employ- 
ment in Great Britain and none fur our 
vouth or for immigrants. What our 
brother, the Rev. Dr. Lucas requires is 
not more faith in Britain's futtfre, but 
more faith in Canada's future, and then 
the use of the means to have that re- 
sult. 

In order to have Canada's future 
growth and certain development into 
perhaps the grandest on earth, it is 
necessary first to secure her own trade 
for herself. Then her own growth will 
be natural spontaneous and decided. 
Then every kind of manufacture will 
have to be started here, work for our- 
selves and for as many as like to come 
with us. 

This is not hoggish, it is the only way 
to prepare Canada to be able to support 
a large population. This also applies to 
Australia, if not to Africa.

FRANCE IN SOUTHERN SEAS. 

Determined to Stamp Out the Rebellion and 
Enforce Its Authority in Klatean. 

Port Townsend, Jan. 21.— The brig 
Courtney Ford; from Tahiti, brings news 
that the French have at last determined 
to stamp out the rebellion in Kiatean. 
Two meii-of-war and a government 
transport were in readiness to proceed 
to the island the day after the brig 
sailed. The commanders had orders to 
shell the island and subdue the natives 
at all hazards. For years the natives 
have refused to recognize the authority 
of the French or to pay their taxes. 
They obtained possession of an I'higlish 
flag and hoisted it from the topmost 
peak of their island several years ago. 

The island is volcanic, mountainous 
and almost impenetrable. As often as 
the French would establish settlenienls 
the natives would come down and drive 
them off" the island. When a man-of- 
war hove in sight they sought safety in 
the mountains. Frequently they am- 
bushed the soldiers and killed a few. 
All the while the Englisli flag floated 
over the island, the inhabitants claim- 
ing allegiance to Great Britain. The 
British government dispatched a con- 
sular representative to tell them that 
the island belonged to France and that 
I'^ngland was powerless to afford them a 
X)rotectorate. 

The consul was landed from a French 
man-of-war, and advancing under a llag 
of truce explained the situation, asking 
that Her Majesty's emblem be hauled 
down. The old chief listened atteiativo- 
ly to the consul and then said: "You 
lie; yon came in that warship, and you 
are a French dog." The consul was es- 
corted back to the place of landing, and 
the ICnglish llag still flaunts in the is- 
land breezes, uotwithstanaiug that it has 
been shot down a time or two by the 
"French. ' \ '

THE QUARANTINE EEGULATIOIS'S. 

Full Text of the Agreement Between the 
United Slates and Canada. 

The agreement between the secretary 
of ngrieulture and the Canadian minister 
of agriculture^ relating to the qLuinirjtino 
ot animals between the United ytates 
and Canada, provides that: 

1. Kach country shall accept the 
veterinary cerlificato of the other. 

2. That the chief cl the bureau of 
animal industry and the chief inspector 
of stock for Canada will mutually inform 
one another of any outbreak of conta- 
gious animal disease in either country, 
or of disease in animals imported from 
either country. 

;;. A ninety-day (lunrantine shall be 
enforced by both countries upon all 
cattle imported from Europe or from 
any other country in which coritngious 
pleiiro-pneumonia is known to exist; a 
iifteen-day quarantine shall be enforced 
upon all ruminants and swine imported 
from countries where foot and mouth 
di easo has existed within Bi.\: months 
and upon all swine imported from all 
other countries. 

Breeding cattle admitted to this coun- 
try must he accompanied by a certificate 
that they have been subjected to the tu- 
berculino test and found free from tu- 
bercLilosis; otherwise they shall be de- 
tained in ([uarantine one week and sub- 
jected to the tuberculine test. All cattle 
louud to have tuberculosis must be re- 
turned to the country whence shipped 
or slaughtered without compensation. 

Cattle for feeding or stocking ranches 
must be accompanied by a certilicatc 
showing that they are free from, any con- 
tagious diseasej and that (excepting tu- 
berculoBls) no sueh disease exists in the 
district whence they came. 

Cattle in transit will be admitted at 
port of the United States and Canada, in 
bond, for exportation by sea from any 
Canadian port, or from Portland, Boston 
and Xew "V'ork in the United .States. 

No animals covered by this memoran- 
dum may be placed on board the cars 
till the litter from previous loads lias 
been removed and the car thoroughly 
cleaned and disinfected. 

Sheep may be admitted subject to in- 
spection at the port of entry and accom- 
panied by an official certilicate that 
sheep scab has not existed in the district 
where they have been fed within six 
months. If diseaao esdsts in any ot 
them they may be returned or slauuh- 
tered. 

Sheep may be admitted for transit in 
bond from one port to another of either 
country, and if for slaughter, they may 
be admitted without inspection. Subject 
to inspection at a shipping port they 
may be admitted into either country for 
transit to any shipping port in Canada 
for export by sea or the .United States 
for export from Portland, Boston and 
New Vork. 

Swine may be admitted without in- 
spection for slaughter, in bonded cais to 
the bonded slaughter-houses, or wJien 
formine part of a settler's ell'ects, and 
ai-com panied by a eertiflcate that swine 
plague or hog cholera has . not existed 
withinsix months in the district whence 
they came. Lacking such certificate 
they must be inspected at port of entry, 
aud if diseased will be slaughtered with- 
out compensation. 

1 lorecs may be admitted in bond from 
one port to another in either eouutry 
without insjiection at the shipping port. 
Horses may be admitted for racing, sliow 
or breeding purposes on inspection at 
the port of entry. 

Horses may be admitted lor a tem- 
porary stay, teaming or pleasure driving, 
at points along the frontier for a period 
not exceeding one week, at port of en- 
try, upon permit of the customs officer. 
Should he observe any evidence of dis- 
ease he will detain the animal and re- 
port to the district inspector, who will 
decide whether the animals may be ad- 
initled. 

llorsps used for driving or riding to or 
from points in JIanitoba, Northwest Ter- 
ritory or British (yolumbia, on business 
connected with stock-raising or niiriiiig, 
and horses belonging to the Indian 
tribes, may be admitted without inspoc- 
tinn, but must report to the customs 
olHeers both going and coming. Under 
all other circumstances horBes must be 
inspected at the port of entry.

Justu^t'S Walkeni and 'Drake ^'o^Y 
Associated With ILViu to Ch«ck 
and Revise tlie Work. 



Tlie draft revision of tbe pre. lucial 
statutes having been completed by His 
Lordship Chief Justice Davie, to whom 
the first commission wr.s entrusted, he 
has formally returned . his commission 
and a new one baa been issued appoint- 
ing as commissioners the Chief Justice, 
I\[r, Justice Walkom and Mr. Justice 
Drake, to check, examine and correct tbe 
draft work and to insert additional pro- 
visions or acts wherever necessary. 

In 181)0 an act was passed by the legis- 
lature of British Columbia making it 
lawful for the Lieutenant-Ciovernor to 
appoint a commission for tho revision 
and consolidation of the statutes ot the 
province and also of the statute laws of 
Knuland in force and applicable to 
tho province of British Columbia. 
Chief Justice Davie was anpointed as 
commissioner under this aulliority and 
his first report was presented at tho last 
session ot the legislature, tiie draft 
volume containing over 1,000 pages- 

Tlie second volume o( a similar eiiarac- 
ter is now tiniahed and is understood to 
bo iu the press. It is to examine these 
two volumes that the present conimis- 
sioii has been appointed. Tbe coin- 
niissioners liave alreaciy entered upon 
their duties and are now busily jnishing 
the work with a view to its earliest 
possible completion. The consolidation 
of the statutes is highly important and 
necessary, and requiring as it does ft 
vast amount of labor and research, its 
completion is looked forward to with 
great interest.

THF. FREE GOLD BELT. 

Norway Ore a Rich Sulph.'de— Golden Drip 
Looks Well— O. K.'s Rich Ore. 

(From the Rossland MIner.l ' 

The Norway ia a mile or more south 
of the U. K. When work was started on 
it a short time ago a good looking quartz 
ledge was opened near the surface, but 
it carried little mineral. A shaft was 
sunk on tbia showing and it is now liown 
.')G feet. Tho bottom of the shaft is nqw 
in quartz of a mixed character. 

Iron pyrites have come in, and tbe ore 
looks as though it might turn into a reg- 
ular sulphide. A striking change has 
occurred during the last few days. The 
mineralization has increased very niiicli 
The ore looks exceedingly well, and 
there appears to be a great deal of it. It 
o.^tonda entirely across tbe bottom of the 
shaft. The developments of the next 
week will be watched with interest, as 
the permanent character of the ore may 
in that time bo determined. 

The showing on tho ( ioldon Drip is 
certainly very eiicoiuagiiig. It is a ro.se 
((uartz of the most beautiful description. 
i''ree gold was (luickly detectetl by ,f. L. 
Warner, manager of tho O.K., who was 
one of the visitors at tho mine. All the 
ore is being carefully saved and there is 
a dump of considerable proportions. 

As to the great discovery of free gold 
in the O.K. Tho quartz carrying the 
free gold ia in the stope between level 
No. 11 and the new level Known as No. 
10, sixty feet above. The vein is five 
feet wide at this point and the yery rich 
streak is about eight inches wide. Free 
gold, however, is found across about two 
feet of the vein. The richest ore is on 
the hanging wall. Tlie ore on the fool 
Wall is heavily charged with copper and 
iron pyrites and will concentrate well. 

The very rich ore has Ijeen a good deal 
oxidized. Much of it has gold jjrotrud- 
ing from every part of its surface like so 
many pinheatls, It baa to bo taken out 
with great care in order that all tlie gold 
may be saved. No blasting is done, but 
the ore is removed by gads and immedi- 
ately placed ill sacks. Itis to boshipped 
to the United Smelting Company's works 
at Great Falls, Mont., as it is too rich to 
bo put through a stamp mill with 
economy. Manager J. L. 'Warner thinks 
the ore will run at least |20,000 a ton.

TIIE WAR EAGLE MINE. 

Sale to the Gooderlmm BlacltKtock syndi- 
cate Autliorized hy a Large Major- 
ity of the Stockholders. 

Si'OKAN'E, Jan. 21. — Yesterday was tbe 
day set for the meeting of the stock- 
holders of tbe War Eagle to act upon the 
purchase of the property by the Gooder- 
ham-Blackstock syndicate. Of 600,000 
shares, 441,000 were represented in per- 
son or by proxy. The first meeting was 
called at 10 o'clock, only to adjourn in a 
few minutes for the purpose of allowing 
the secretary to tabulate the proxies. 
The meeting was called again at 1 
o'clock. The general public was ex- 
cluded. H. L. Brank, ex-mayor of 
Butte, was made chairman. 

Gooderham named ^700,000 cash as the 
price of tho purchase and allowed a 
credit of !|;50,000 to stockholders. The 
second was the Heneage proposition of 
$900,000; $200,000 cash and the balance 
in forty days. The third, the Burbridge 
proposition of ,$(100,000; .$2.5,000 cash, 
one-half tho residue in sisty days, and 
the balance in ninety days; also giving 
10 per cent, of stock m the new company 
when organized. The stoukholders 
wrestled witii the three proposiliona all 
the afternoon and again at the night 
meeting. Finch, Clark and the other 
majority interests finally, at ten o'clock, 
secured a vote, resulting in the accept- 
ance of the Gooderham proposition. 

The vote stood 2(57,000 for Gooderham, 
172,000 for Henage and scattering for 
Burbridge. A second vote was taken 
authorizing the board of directors to ac- 
cept Gooderham's proposition. Papers 
will be immediately drawn and upon 
their execution the new syndicate takes 
(lossession. The minority stockholders 
talk about the issuance of a restraining 
order to prevent the carrviuK out of the 
sale. Tbe highest War fvigle stock sold 
for on open market was $1.62, The i)re- 
sent sale allows $1.40 jier share and an 
additional !i;5O,O00 for assets and credits 
will increase the value to 10 or 12>.j 
cents more per share. 

HUSBANDBY IN IRELAND. 

Dillon's Motion Calling for Comprehensive 
measures of Government Assistance 
Neglected. 

London, .Tan. 21.— The Iloriso (A Coni- 
uious to-night discussed Mr. Dillon's 
amendment calling upon the Govern- 
ment to introduce comprehensive meas- 
ures for the relief of Irish husbandry. 

Rt.-Hon. John Atkinson, Conserva- 
tive member for North Londonderry, de- 
nied that there had been any great de- 
cline in the prices of Irish products. He 
hoped, he said, for good results from 
last year's bill. 

Mr, Dillon and other Irish members 
in8iste<l that everything bad been done 
for tho I'lngliali and nothing for the Irish 
farmer, Tlie Dillon anieiKlinent was 
filially rejecteil by a vote of LSD to 125, 

CANADIANS FBOM BKAZIL. 

Return ot Emigrants Who Went to the Re 
public Under False Inducements, 

Lo.vDos, Jan. 21.-— The Lampert it 

Holt steamer Bulibn arrived to-night 
from Santos, Drazil, with ol! stranded 
Canadian emigrants, who left their 
northern homes to eatabliali thoiii- 
aolves near Santos. The warm dim-' 
ito of southern Brazil waa too 
much for tlie colonists, and tliey 
were unable to toil with their usual en- 
ergy, Tliey were nearly all destitute 
when the Britiali consul became inter- 
ested in them, and by his aid thoy em- 
barked on tlie Buffoon, their transporta- 
tion being paid to Canada by the British 
government. They were provided by 
tho consul papers addressed to tbe su- 
perintendent of immigration of Ellis 
island.
